BELOIT CHARITIES 


FIGHT BROUGHT UP 


IN COUNTY BOARD 


Charity Society's Request for Poor- 


master's Co-operation Not Consid- 


ered Within Board'! Province. 


An evident clash which 
has oc- 
curred bet-ween the United Charities 
of Belbrt and George Seegmiller, poor- 
master for the southern Rock county 
district, was brought before the coun- 
ty board in its session this afternoon. 
Miss Deutcher, field worker for the 
c!harity organization, and Rev. Brown 
of the Congregational church appear- 
ed before the supervisors and asked 
them tr- instruct Mr. ' Seegmiller 
to 
work in co-operation with them. Mr. 
Seegmlller, who was called for, told 
the supervisors that he lound it diffi- 
cult to comply with the wishes of the 
charity organization and found that 
his work progressed more satisfactor- 
ily 'when not interfered with. 
The 
•board adopted the attitude that there 
was no need for further instructions 
to its official and that the interests of 
private and public charity should not 
be mixed. Among other recommenda- 
tions Miss Dutcher urged an enlarge- 
ment of the county hospital to care 
for the increasing cases from Beloit, 
and urged the employment o£ a gradu- 
ate nurse in the county institution. , 
Former County Treasurer P. F. Liv- 
ermore read his report at the board 
session this afternoon. It is probable 
•that the highway commissioner's re- 
port will be read on Thursday. 
Conditions at Jail. 
Supervisor Denning of the building 
committee reported to the board at 
the morning session that conditions at 
the county jail were in a deplorable 
shape. Since the first of the year sev- 
eral scrub women and jail prisoners 
have been engaged in cleaning up the 
interior and were beginning to show 
progress. 
By a liberal use of disin- 
fectants cockroaches were being lulled 
in droves and swept up by the pail 
full, Mr. Denning declared. Conditions 
also demanded a 
large 
amount of 
painting and papering as well as clean- 
ing. 
Estimates have been secured up- 
on the work and also upon the cost of 
rugs, dishes and other utensils whicb. 
are immediately needed. The jail was 
not in such condition because of the 
lack oC disinfectant, Mr. Denning said, 
because a half barrel ot powder was 
found unopened in addition to five 
five-gallon cans.

The Canada 
thistle bus no rootstocks like the 
Quack grass, but IB possessed of true 
roots, the parts of which are capable 
of producing plants. When undisturbed 
by cultivation the roots are apt to ]Je 
near the surface, but go deeper In 
cultivated soil and where it is par- 
ticularly loose and porous may b» 
found at a depth of three feet. 


Canada thistles eeldom hear seed In 


fields that are cultivated annually, 
but in those fields that are seeded 
down to clover or grasses. 


Methods of Weed Eradiation, 


Many methods have been devised 


and advocated for the eradication ot 
Quack grass and Canada thistles. The 
success of any method depends vary 
largely upon soil and weather condi- 
tions and a method which has proven 
entirely successful under one set ol 
conditions has frequently failed when 
used under somewhat different condi- 
tions. 
Quack grass is more persis- 


tent and more difficult to 
eradicate 


than the Canada thistle, hence any 
method which will eradicate Quack 


[ grass will surely destroy Canada this- 
i ties.
